Canning Fruits 

Why do we can foods? To save money, for ease of 
preparmg a meal later and if you do not count the labor 
involved. you nay save half the cost of commercially canned 
food Some sensitive vitamins are reduced when they go 
through the canning process From 1/3 to 1/2 of vitamins A 
and C, thiamin and riboflavin may be lost. Canned food 
should be used within one year for the best nutrition and 
flavor Of the other vitamins, though, you may get more 
nutrition from your canned product than from the fresh 
produce sold in the supermarket because of the delay 
between harvest and use by the consumer 

For the best homecanned product some things must 
be observed: Fruits are highly perishable and prolonged 
storage rapidly diminishes the nutrient content. Micro- 
organisms quickly attack fruits, enzymes speed and progress 
from maturity ideal for eating to becoming overnipe. Oxida- 
tion promotes chemical reactions that diminish flavor, nu- 
trition. and appearance Morsture loss results in wrinkles. 
hmp fruit noone wants to eat. Speed your fruits from picking 
to preserving. the preserved product can only be as good as 


the product you used 


Proper canning practices include 
- Handle fruits gently. wash and only peel ifnecessary 
- Use only approved canning jars and twopuiece tops. do 


not reuse lids 


- Sugar needs to be added 
- Follow proper canning procedures to the letter 
- NEVER eat or even taste canned foods ifthe jar ts not 


sealed. af the hquid as cloudy. 


does not look as at should 


has an off-odor. or generally 


- The most recent processing times and temperatures 
assure destruction of the largest expected number of heat 
resistant micro-organisms. Jars should be stored at 50-70 F 

The main difference between canning fruits and veg- 
tables is the acid content of each A pressure canner must 
be used for all low acid foods such as most vegetables, meats, 
seafood, milk and some tomatoes. Some newer types of 
tomatoes have a low acd content and must be sterilized in 
the pressure canner Haigh acid tomatoes can be water 
bathed The acid may be increased by adding lemon juice or 


ascorbic acid

Md. Homebuyers 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced recently 
that a special one-time pool 
of $34.7 million in low-inter- 
est mortgage lonns ia avail- 
able to limited income home- 
buyers through the Commu- 
nity Development Adminis- 
tration (CDA), an agency of 
the Maryland Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD). 

The funds will be avail- 
able effective August 16 at 
6.75 percent, one of the 


In order to stimulate 
home buying in Maryland, 
special conditions are provid- 
ed for these funds. CDA is 
increasing the limits on 
home purchase prices and 
family incomes. The maxi- 
mum purchase price for a 
new or existing home in 
urban and suburban areas is 
$127,500 and for rural areas 
the maximum purchase price 
is $95,000. 

The income limit, regard- 
less of family size, is 
$50,300. A portion of this 
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funding will be available to 
help previous homeowners, 
who in the past were not 
eligible for the program. 

“This is a fabulous oppor- 
tunity for anyone who has 
been holding off on buying a 
home,” Schaefer said. "These 
are special terms and condi- 
tions which the state may 
never be able to offer again.” 

Properties that are eligi- 
ble for this program include 
detached and semi-detached 
houses, townhouses and 
condominiums. 

State officials expect these 
funds will provide funding 
for approximately 347 home- 
buyers. 


To apply for tha program, 
interested persons must first 
have a signed sales contract 
on a qualifying home before 
contacting a participating 
lending institution. Borrow- 
ers should make their sales 
contracts contingent upon 
receiving financing through 
CDA.
